Women  Will  Get  Five  Dorms; 
Construction  to  Begin  at  Once 

Contract  for  construction  of  five  seven-story  residence 
halls  W’ith  a central  dining  and  administration  building  at 
BYU  has  been  awarded  to  Christiansen  Brothers,  Inc.,  and 
Finn  B.  Paulsen  Company,  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
announced  today. 

CONSTRUCTION  WILL  START  immediately.  The  cen- 
tral building  and  three  residence  halls  are  to  be  completed 
by  Sept.  1,  1964;  and  the  remaining  two  residence  halls  are 
scheduled  for  a Dec.  31,  1964  completion.  Architects  are  Lor- 
enzo S.  Young  and  Partners  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  buildings,  which  will  be  the  highest  structures  in 
Provo,  will  be  built  just  north  of  the  present  Heritage  Halls 
residences  for  women,  at  the  intersection  of  Ninth  East  Street 
and  Phillips  Lane.  The  development  area  will  face  each  street 
for  700  feet. 


DIMENSIONS  OF  EACH  HALL  will  be  58  x 116  feet, 
and  the  central  building  will  be  200  x 170  feet._ 

The  entire  complex  will  house  1,350  women  and  five 
families  of  supervisors.  Each  hall  will  contain  six  stories  of 
dormitory-type  rooms.  Each  floor  will  house  44  students  in 
20  double  rooms  and  4 single  rooms.  The  ground  floor  will 
contain  the  apartment  of  the  head  resident  family,  lounge, 
and  three  double  rooms  for  six  students. 


DOUBLE  ROOMS  will  be  furnished  with  beds,  two  chests 
of  drawers  , built-in  wardrobes,  mirrors,  medicine  cabinet, 
tackboard,  shelves,,  tiled  floors,  upholstered  furniture  and 
draperies  of  modern  design.  Several  central  showers  and 
bathrooms  will  be  located  on  each  floor. 

The  protected  roof  will  serve  as  a sun  deck. 

TWO  ELEVATORS  and  two  stairwells  will  serve  each 


building.  The  basement  will  be

The  central  building  will  pro- 
vide a reception  area,  mail  room 
and  boxes,  manager’s  office,  a 
large  and  a small  dining  room, 
snack  bar,  three  cafeteria  lines, 
television  room,  council  room, 
lobby,  custodial  area,  loading 
dock  and  storage,  and  kitchen  for 
the  entire  population  of  the  sec- 
tion. 

ON  THE  west,  north  and  east 
sides  of  the  project,  the  black- 
topped  parking  areas  will  accom- 
modate 328  cars. 

Heat  will  be  piped  from  the 
University’s  central  heating  plant 
as  superheated  hot  water  then 
transferred  to  the  buildings 
through  heat  exchangers.  In 
summer  each  building  will  have 
its  own  air  conditioning  system. 

THE  NEW  project  will  bring 
the  total  number  of  students 
housed  on  campus  to  5,207.  Other 
major  housing  projects  are  Hel- 
aman  Halls,  1,638;  Heritage 
Halls,  1,548;  Knigh  t- Mangum 
Hall,  275;  Amanda  Knight  Hall, 
125;  Allen  Hall,  72;  Wymount 
Terrace  1,204;  and  Wyview  Vil- 
lage, 150  homes.

A BYU  language  instructor  is 
spending  10  weeks  of  intensive 
language  study  at  Moscow  Uni- 
versity in  the  Soviet  Union  this 
summer. 

Donworth  Gubler  is  one  of  25 
U.S.  university  teachers  of  Rus- 
sian chosen  by  the  Inter  Univer- 
sity Committee  on  Travel  Grants 
for  the  ten-week  course  in  Mos- 
cow. The  teachers  were  selected 
from  more  than  100  applicants. 

Tile  study  tour  is  part  of  an  ex- 
change program  in  wliich  an 
equal  number  of  Russian  lang- 
uage experts  will  come  to  U.S. 
universities  for  study.  The  U.S. 
scholars  flew  to  Moscow  early  in 
June  wliere.  they  are  being  in- 
structed in  language  teaching 
methodology  by  foremost  Soviet 
experts. 

Professor  Gubler  said  the  Sov- 
iets have  highly  developed  lang- 
uage teaching  techniques.  The 
communists  had  to  teach  Russian 
as  a second  language  to  people 
of  some  80  groups  that  make  up 
the  Soviet  Union.  They  have  per- 
fected highly  effective  teaching 
methods. 

Professor  Gubler  directed 
BYU  travel  tour  to  Russia  in 
1960.  He  joined  the  BYU  staff  in 
1954  after  serving  with  the  U.S. 
Air  Force  in  Korea  and  attending 
the  Air  Force  Language  School 
where  he  learned  Russian.
